DRY CREEK, A MENACE 
TO THE CITIES» HEALTH. 
The Morgan County Medical Society, 
the Morgan 
county 
commissioners 
court and the city councils of Decatur 
and Albany are acting wisely in tak­ 
ing stapa for the draining 
of 
Dry 
creek. 
The channel of the stream 
should be straightened and deepened, 
so that its dally output of city sewer­ 
age and other m atter can flow unin­ 
terruptedly into the Tennessee river. 
Dry creek is the natural drainage 
basis of a large part of Decatur and 
Albany. It carries off the waste from 
a number of private sewers and dur­ 
ing a rainy season It carries off the 
surplus rainfall. 
Unless 
its 
waters 
are increased by a rain its basin is 
only partially filled with slowly mov­ 
ing, stagnant water. 
The 
channel 
should be deepened so the water may 
move off swiftly to the river. 
The Dally has no data available a? 
to whether the stream has been a 
breeder of disease, but this assump­ 
tion se e m more than likely to be 
correct. 
Malaria and other such dis­ 
eases are bred by such poor drainage 
systems as Dry creek. 
The legislative bodies of the cities 
and county should have the co-opera­ 
tion of citixena in their effort to make 
the stream more sanitary. The health 
of the community Is its most precious 
possession and preventable diseases 
ar« being relegated to the limbo of 
the dark ages in these days of modern 
scientific sanitation.
